1 . The amendment filed on August 5, 2009 has been entered. Due to the 
allowability of independent claim 39, the remaining withdrawn claims dependent 
therefrom have been rejoined. Upon further review, additional informalities have been 
discovered as described below. 

Drawings 

2. The drawings were received on August 5, 2009. These drawings are 
acceptable. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 1 8, 20, 22-25, 29, 39 and 40 are objected to because of the following 
informalities: 

In claim 39, line 6, "having" is not sufficiently clear as to what it refers, and in 
lines 6-7, "driving element" is not sufficiently clear as to what disclosed feature it refers, 
and it is suggested in line 6 to change "having a driving" to -said ejector having a 
coupling--; in line 7, "engaging" should be changed to --engage--; in line 12, a comma 

should be inserted after "ejector position" for clarity; in line 13, a comma -,- should 
be inserted after "slide" for clarity; in line 14, "an ejector" should be changed to -the 
ejector- since the term "ejector position" has already been set forth; in line 15, "driving" 
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should be changed to --coupling--; in line 16, "sleeve or sleeves" is not sufficiently clear 
as to which one(s), and it should be changed to -tubular sleeves--. 

Dependent claim 20 is redundant with respect to claim 39 from which it depends 
and should be canceled. 

Dependent claims 22-25 have numerous informalities including antecedent basis 
issues, and it is suggested to rewrite these claims as follows: 

22. (Currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 39, wherein a cutting 
knife of the at le ast on e cutting tool is fixedly or rotatably arranged on a mounting of said 
slide s li d e , sa i d rotatab le arrang e m e nt hav i ng a ro lle r b e ar i ng . 

23. (Currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 22 [[39]], wherein [[a]] 
the rotatably arranged cutting knife of at le ast on e cutt i ng too l is arranged free wheeling. 

24. (Currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 22 [[39]], wherein [[a]] 
the rotatably arranged cutting knife of th e at le ast on e cutt i ng too l i s rotatab le and is 
driven by a motor with a preselectable rotation speed. 

25. (Currently amended) The apparatus according to claim 39, further comprising 
a flange mounted to said slide, wherein said at le ast on e cutting tool is resiliently, 
compliantly mounted to [[in]] said flange against a feed movement of said cutting tool 
[[knife]].-.
